THE BRITISH NATIONAL PARTY aims to fight 50 seats at 
the next General Election. The decision will be announced 
at a party activist’s rally in the East Midlands early in 
August. 

The rally will inaugurate the BNP's campaign leading up 
to the election, and start the momentum for the huge 
campaign drive needed to meet our target. Units, 
members, and supporters of the party will be expected to 
put maximum effort and enthusiasm into preparations for 
the big fight. 

Many factors have contributed to the decision to put up 
the largest number of nationalist candidates seen for 
many years in a general election in Britain. Some of the 
factors could not have been foreseen until very recently. 

The BNP had a choice between fighting a limited 
number of seats, with very intensive local campaigns, or 
limiting the campaign work in some areas in order to take 
the nationalist message to a larger number of areas of the 
country. It became clear recently that far greater benefits 
to the patriotic cause could be made by following the 
latter course. 

The crucial factors were the continued swing to Labour 
throughout the country, and the lurch to the left by John 
Major, following the Tory leadership contest. Major's 
swing to the left and the intensifying disillusion among 
Tory voters present a tremendous opportunity for the BNP 
both now and after the next General Election. 

If the party can meet its target of 50 seats, it will win five 
minute broadcasts on both radio and TV. Not only will the 
party get official election broadcasts, but every home in 
every constituency will receive our election address 
distributed at official expense - upwards of two million 
pieces of party literature! This huge distribution, _ 
supplemented by even more literature distributed by party 
workers, will not only attract votes, but help to recruit 
many more members. | 

The job of organising to fight 50 seats, in an election 
which must come before April 1997, will be a huge task.

THE BNP has already begun the task of selecting 
candidates for the general election. The East End of 
London is a key area, where public support for the BNP 
is very evident in every street visited by party workers.

The Government's decision 
concerning the BNP's 
bookshop should be taken as 
a compliment.

The 
worst enemy of Britain and its 
people is not the left, whose 
intentions are obvious, but the 
Tory Party and its imperson- 
ation of patriotism, which still 
takes in all too many of our 
fellow countrymen. 

The BNP's position is akin 
to Solidarity in Poland during 
| the 1980s. A discredited and 
utterly self-serving regime 
wishes to cling on to power 
by crushing dissent with a 
variety of dubious means.

SENIOR POLICE sources fear that the 
Metropolitan Police crack down on street attacks 
- following Commissioner Sir Paul Condon's 
statement that 80% of muggers are black - may 
turn out to be little more than a publicity exercise. 
Sir Paul has refused to be pressured by the 
predictable liberal outcry into withdrawing his 
remarks. Ethnic minorities have accused him of 
publicly attacking the black community, but his 
letter concerning mugging figures was sent 
privately to leaders of the black community - who: 


leaked it to the press. 


The Metropolitan Police, however, are 
reconsidering their approach to the crack down - 
on muggers following massive condemnation by 
ethnic minorities. Fear of black riots may mean 
that the campaign ends up as little more than an 
exercise to reassure the public - police are thinking 
of changing its name from the planned Eagle-Eye. 


CONFIRMED 


Sir Paul has revealed to MPs. that, in 
a survey of 16 inner London police 
stations, the lowest percentage of 
blacks involved in street crime was 
70% - with some stations recording 
90%. A further study by Middlesex 
University in Islington has confirmed 
the Police Commissioner's claim. 
20% of the population of Finsbury 


are black, yet most street crime is .

RIOTS 


Black leaders were expected to 
boycott a meeting with 'race equality’ 
campaigners at Scotland Yard. Paul

The figures indicated a similar pattern 


to today, and were dropped after two. 


years as ‘anti-racist’ campaigning

The case, 
however, was dropped in court.

Parking row leads 
to gang shooting 


of three 


A MOTHER and her two sons were 
shot in their home in Gibbon Road, 
Nunhead, after a row over car 
parking. Five black men stormed the 
Cypriot family's home in South 
London, and shot all three people. 

The gang had warned that they would 
return with guns after weeks of anger 
over a parking dispute. Neighbours 
said that police were informed of the 
threat, but it was thought unlikely to be 
carried out. 

Police said that they knew who they 
were looking for after the incident, in 
which the mother was shot in the chest, 
and the two sons in the legs.

LEADING Police campaigner Detective Constable 
Norman Brennan has predicted a "complete break- 
down of law and order in Britain within ten years." 

DC Brennan, 36, who serves with the British Trans- 
port Police, warns that "policing is now at crisis 
point.” He told Home Secretary Michael Howard 
recently that "If we are to turn the tide against crime 
we must act now.” 

DC Brennan founded the group 'Protect the Protec- 
tors' to lobby for better protection from violence for 
police carrying out their duties. He has received eight 
commendations for bravery, and was influential in 
the introduction of the side-handled baton. 

He demands far stronger sentences for those who 
assault the police, and the power of arrest against 
those found with knives. "Life imprisonment should 
mean life" he says "with no parole or remission." 

During his police service DC Brennan has been 
injured 16 times, and has been campaigning for the 
last two years - virtually single handed - for better 
protection. He recently delivered letters to the Queen 
and the Prime Minister warning what will happen if 
no radical action is taken to stem the increasing 
lawlessness in Britain. 
®Gangs of black youths are targeting rail 
commuters, and demanding money to avoid being 
shot or stabbed. The gangs call it 'taxing'. British 
Transport Police have privately confirmed that 
the attackers are black. The attacks are particularly 
prevalent onWest London mainline Thames trains. 


FURIOUS retired senior CID men have hit out at Sir 
Paul Condon. Their careers were blighted after 
reprimands for saying that most muggers in London 
were black. A string of police officers have been 
castigated by the Metropolitan Police over the last 
two decades for saying exactly the same things as Sir 
Paul. Some were gagged and vilified as 'racists'. 
In 1987 now-retired Superintendent Bill Ganley was 
deprived of promotion for speaking out on the street 
crime issue. He was subjected to an internal police 
enquiry, and described as 'racist', after saying that 99% 
of street crimes on the notorious Stonebridge Park 
estate ın North London were carried out by blacks. 
Another officer says that during the 1980s. it was an 
unwritten rule that figures for black crime were not be 
collected or discussed. The officer said "Why should 
Condon get away with it when we were criticised for 
trying to start a healthy debate." 
® Kentish Town police in North London have been 
sent on a crash course in ‘racial awareness' after 
complaints about 'racism'. The station covers Somers 
Town, where Richard Everitt was murdered, and 
where there are constant inter-racial street fights. 
One of the top 'racist' incidents, cited as indicating 
the need for ‘race training’, was the attendance at 
local police consultative committee meetings in 1994 
of BNP National Press Officer Michael Newland. 


Mr. Newland called in the local press for 'colour- | 


blind policing’, and was described as ‘impeccably 
behaved’ at meetings - but nevertheless expelled.

Jewish Bomb 
Makers Given 
Community 
Service 


TWO Jewish men were given 
Community Service by Reading 
Crown Court some months ago after 
conviction for operating a bomb 
factory. Immanuel Moshe Burton of 
Golders Green, and Burl Solomons 
of Hendon, both 25, had been caught 
red-handed at Hatch Manor, 
Berkshire, bomb making from details 
in the Anarchists’ Cook Book. 

The case was completely suppressed 
by the media at the time of the two 
men’s arrest, and bail was given at the 
first Court appearance. Only the local 
Wokingham Times reported on the 
subsequent trial, and incredible sen- 
tences. BN knew of the arrests but was 
unable to obtain any further details 
until now. 

Themen received 1 00 hours of Com- 
munity Service and a fine of £750 
each. The judge said that the bomb 
making was a ‘hobby’, despite the fact 
that police were forced to evacuate the 
area around the bomb factory, and use 
a helicopter and the Anti-Terrorist 
Squad. Even the Wokingham Times 
said that the sentence did not fit the 
crime. The whole matter reeks of ma- 
nipulation, especially the unprec- 
edented granting of bail.

A 13-YEAR OLD GIRL was made virtual — 
prisoner in her home recently, when police 
told her to stay indoors after bailing an 
illegal immigrant accused of raping her. 

Alex Kalak, a Turk, was charged with raping 
the teenager in a Sevenoaks park - but bailed by 
police. The girl (seen right with her mother) is 
now a nervous wreck needing regular psychi- 
atric help, and her family fear that the suspect 
will flee the country before any decision is even 
made to prosecute. 

‘Kalak is seeking ‘political asylum’ in Britain, 
and was described by his lawyer Djemal Der- 
vish, as'quite lucky’ torecetve bail. The victim's 
mother said "The treatment we have received 
from the police has been worse than the attack 
itself. Both my daughter and I have been made 
to feel to blame, and my daughter has become 
a virtual prisoner in her home." 

Kalak remains free to continue working in 
Sevenoaks town centre.

Threatened with assault charge by police 


RETIRED Major Roy Bannister-Parker 
found a hooded heroin addict robbing his 
garage in Higher Walton, near Preston. He 
hit the burglar and stopped him escaping 
until police arrived - expecting to be 
congratulated for public service. Instead he 
was interrogated by police, humiliated and 
told he faced charges of wounding and 
threatening behavior! 

The 65-year-old major, who won bravery 
awards in Korea, punched the burglar on the 
nose when the thug attacked him with a torch 
and kneed him in the groin. After being bailed 
by police he received an aggressive letter from 
the Assistant Chief Constable of Lancashire, 
Gerry O'Connell, complaining about his 'un- 
necessary threats’ and ‘violence’.

SURREY POLICE launched a crackdown 
after a County Council worker was seen 
driving around with a throttled gollywog 
hanging from his van.

Inspector Jerry Kirkby, of Woking Police, 
said "We'd want to come down very hard on 
behaviour like this - it could stir up strong 
feelings in the community.

FURIOUS residents in Tower Hamlets have demanded a Council 
ban after Victoria Park was wrecked by the first 'Gay& Lesbian 
Pride Festival’ to be held there. Labour Tower Hamlets ignored 
massive opposition from local people when they allowed the politically 
correct’ event to take place. 

The thousands of homosexuals and lesbians who attended the event 


left the once beautiful park swamped in rubbish including drug 


Syringes, used condoms, and broken glass. 

The model boat pool, much used for paddling by kids, was left 
littered with used syringes thrown into it by drug addicts attending 
the event. Council workers later posted 'Hazard' signs around the 
poe and drained it to remove the syringes littering the bottom where

Residents also complained of human excrement left by the festival 
not only in the park, but on local housing estates. Some felt prisoners 
in their homes for the duration of the event.

URGING VIOLENCE: The cast of Zumbi let white people know the play's message 


A PLAY which urges blacks to use violence against 
white people and the police is being shown in East 
London. The play, Zumbi, written by Shango Baku, 
has been put on by the Black Theatre Co-operative 
at the Theatre Royal in Stratford. 

Zumbi is being shown as a part of the current 
London International Festival of Theatre. The festi- 
val, the theatre, and the company putting it on are all 
publicly funded by the Arts Council of England. 

The play says that blacks in Britain are in the same 
position as slaves in Brazil centuries ago. It ends with 
arms upraised against a backdrop of a black man 
aiming a gun, and was described by a spokesman for 
the Black Theatre Co-operative as 'an affirmation of 
all aspects of black culture’. 

Performances of the play have had white theatre- 
goers walking out in fear, as black members of the 
audience started jumping up and screaming at them. 
One festival official described it as ‘overt black rac- 

ism’, but Albie James, a BBC Drama Producer praised 
the play saying "If people are getting angry, you can't 


ignore it. A lot of young black people are angry." 

At one point in the play the actors say to the audience 
that after the war 'the black man was left on the shit-heap 
literally’, and that they could not get jobs in Britain! A 
white producer, Patrick Wilson, said after seeing the 
play "If I had put on something like this from a white 
perspective it would have been pilloried from all quar- 
ters. I certainly felt intimidated." 

BN says that if things are so bad in Britain for black 
people then why do so many stay, and why do so many 
more try to come here? The answer is, of course, that if 
no job can be found Social Security will provide an 
income which in total is usually as good as might be 
enjoyed by working. 

The tragedy is that so many black people, who have 
enjoyed in Britain a lifestyle far better than in their own 
countries, honestly do believe themselves to be hard 
done by. In reality, the native British people have been 
forced to make enormous sacrifices to take in millions 
of immigrants, some of whom now apparently want to 
shoot their benefactors.

ANGRY mums have complained 
to Lambeth Council after a local 
creche told them that white kids 
are not allowed to join. 

Rasta International, whichruns the 
Kennington creche, told mums who 
answered its advertisement leaflets, 
offering cheap creche rates, that only 
black kids were welcome. 

The creche leader, who is called 
Nzinga, said "It's ablack organisation, 
it's not for whites."

DISABLED WIFE OF BNP |

A masked gang forced their way into 
NP official Alfred Waite 
recently, and viciously assaulted his 
disabled wife.
